There are some revealing words in 
the second chapter of John’s first let- 
, ter. Sharply etched on the window of 
every person’s life, they clearly indi- 
cate where each of us is on the basis 
of our attitude--toward our brother. 
John writes, ¢He who says he is in 
the light and hates his brother is in 
the darkness still’ (v. 9 RSV). 


This verse of scripture is the theme 
of Race Relations Sunday which is to 
be observed February 10, 1974. 

Race Relations Sunday, or a similar 
emphasis on any Sunday or over a 
period of several weeks, will provide 

“an opportunity to ask probing ques- 
tions and seek answers which will 
lead us toward the light. 

Being still in darkness means lone- 
liness, ignorance, inactivity, and fear 
with reference to our brother, what- 
ever his race or color, Being in the 
light means fellowship, understand- 
ing, involvement and love toward our 
brethren. °

Southern Baptists an opportunity to

‘Southern Baptists were convinced of 
the need for such an emphasis back 
in 1965 when it was decided by the 
convention to place Race Relations 
Sunday—on_the denominational calen- 
dar. Since that time. .an ‘increasing 
number of churches have observed 


* the day, planned a broader emphasis, 


or moved into a perennial program of 
developing stronger Christian ties 
with those who differ from each other 
in race. 

As is true in other such vital areas 
of our pluralistic Baptist life as evan- 
gelism, church music, and Christian 
education, race relations means diff- 
erent things to different people. Be- 
cause of our wide variation of atti- 
tudes concerning race, it is appropri- 
ate that at least one time in the year 
all Southern Baptists be reminded of 
our need and privilege as Christians 
to be rightly related to our fellow- 
men; regardless of racial or ethnic 
differences. 

When one Jooks closely at what has 
happened. in ouf churches during the 
past nine years, there can be little 
doubt that God is using this race rela-

System Is Launched

NASHVILLE (BP) — The day is 
coming when individuals or groups 
looking for contemporary or bac k- 
ground information on Southern Bap- 
tists will be able to plug into a-cen- — 
tralized computer system for refer- 
-ence information on a myriad of sub- 
ject areas. — 

Thanks to a newly-launched Baptist 
Information Retrieval System (BIRS) 
pilot project, the time is also coming 
when most, ‘if not all, Southern Bap- - 
tist periodicals and, other pertinent 
documents will be uniformly indexed 
and computerized for relatively quick 
reference.

It provides for a widely 
expanded information storage and re- 
trieval operation subsequent to the 
pilot system, according to May. 

He said the system, which may be 
used for both input and retrieval pur- 
poses, relies heavily on lay (non-com- 
puter trained persons) for, coding ar- 
ticles and -documents to feed into the 
system.. The information will be stor- 
ed in the commission’s data bank. 

The project, for which $38,500 has 
been appropriated by at least eight 
participating Baptist institutions and 

‘agencies, will provide printouts of 
reference data on request only to or- 
ganizations already involved in the 
pilot system, until further notice, May 

said. ; 

Information may pe retrieved by 
these agencies beginning in July, 1974, 
spending initial input into the system, 
he added. 2 

The $38,500 will be for initial devel- 
opment ‘ef the program and costs will 
subsequently decrease, May continu- 
ed. 

The system works like this. A per- 
son designated in an agency indexes 
and codes a periodical or document 
per thesarus.standards. After the ma- 
terial-has been prepared in machine- 
readable form, it is channeled ‘through 
the Historical Commission for check- 
ing and entry into the data bank. 

When the information is properly 
stored in the data bank, students, edu-

Pastors who 
overwork find the ministry frustrating. They 
cannot be church administrator, pastor, 
counselor, visit the sick, minister to the dy- 
‘ing, conduct funerals and weddings and be 
civic-minded all at once. _ 

The need for pastor .assistance is seen -in 
the growing number of members with emo- 
tional problems. Many of our problems in 
churches stem from hang-ups. Hang-ups may 
not he religious, but emotional. I’ am not 
suggesting our people are psychotic. I do be- 
lieve we have emotional problems that keep 


us’ from being out best. To meet this grow-' 


ing need, let me suggest the following: 
Let’s encourage men to enter the field of 
counseling and hire .them to.-assist the pas-

‘Obviously; al churches cannot afford them. 


Where churches cannot hire counselors, let 
me suggest two or three churches going to- 
gether. Too, I believe this could work on an 
“associational level. Furthermore, two or 
three associations may join in meeting this 
need. 

I firmly believe the .results.would justify 
our efforts. Many church members would not 
go to a psychiatrist, if they had the money. 
But they will go to a pastor-counselor. A 
trained counselor could assist pastors in 
forming growth groups, crisis groups, sup- 
portive groups, marriage enrichment groups, 
groups for single parents, caring teams and 
even pas teams. Do’ you -see,.as.I' do, 
great strength in such efforts?

The Making Of A Minister

When aman raises a garden, “he 
looks out one day and sees the green 
shoots coming up through the ground 
and he says “‘Ah! God has worked 
His wonders again. There is the life 
of a plant growing aut of the ground.” 
Of course we all know that the gard- 
ener prepared the ground, enriched 

the'soil, planted the seed, watered and 
weeded it waiting fer “God to work 
His wonder.” 

Whenever a young man-surrenders: 
to the call of the ministry, we also are 
likely to say “Ah! God is at work 
again.’’ However we cannot help but 
wonder if, as in the case of the gard- 
ener, there is not some preparation 
that went on before the dramatic mo- 
ment of the call to preach: just as 
there was preparation before the won- 
der God wrought when the green 
-shoot came ‘through the ground: At 
least this-has been something that I 
have wondered about for a long time. 


‘Only recently have I gotten some 


first hand insight into the subject. A 
candidate for the Doctor.of Ministry 
degree at Midwestern Seminary is 
required to write a life history which 
includes his understanding and phil- 
osophy of sministry.. Several very 
strong impressions have come to me 
reading the life histories of the Doc- 
tor of Ministry candidates. I think 
there ‘are some things very Lage 
while, interesting and edifying to 


found in these life histories f' a 
which all of us could profit. 
Certainly there are many _ differ- 


ences among the men who are called. 
to the ministry. However, there are 
also many common areas which have 
appeared so often among the minis- 
ters’ life histories that they must be 
looked upon as_ being significant. 


Without a doubt there are many con- — 


scious influences upon the young min- 
ister especially after he reached the 
college level of training. The influenc- 
es of a denominational college or re- 
ligious groups on the college campus, 
without a doubt, are important at that 
level. However, the influences which 
have caught my attention are 
those influences which happened 
at a level prior. to college experience, 
These experiences came during the 
tender years of childhood through ad- 
olescence. 
Adolescent Christian Experiences 
The initial Christian commitment 
is most common during the early 
adolescent 


history I have read of-the Doctor of 
Ministry candidates who was convert- 


ed during his adult years. The most. 
common age for the Christian con- *)} 


version of these men was nine years 


others which is a common role for 
women in ‘our society. A frierid of 
Mine who is*‘a psychiatrist and a fol- 
lower of the eminent psychoanalyst, 
Jung, has remarked to me over. and 
over again. about the strong feminine 
Psyche which is in the depth of all 
of us, even the most masculine. Life 
histories of the ministers about whom 
I am speaking have indicated over- 
whelmingly the unusual strong influ- 
ences of their mothers. It is not un- 
common for the mother to have raised 
the minister without the presence of 
the father (or at least, natural father) 
from childhood. Even when the fa- 
ther was home, because of emotional 
bent or occupational: situation, the 
mother was usually a strong religious 
influence on the boy. Often the mother 
was the one who gave strong religious 
influence to the young -boy: but even 
if she did not give strong religious. in- 
fluence, most’ often she was still 
the dominant inflvence in the fam- 
ily upon the boy. 
Religious Music 

The ministers often recall that early 
childhood was enriched by the singing 
of religious songs or hymns. Usually 
they were able to identify a particu- 
lar religious

ences with them. They were often 
more conscious of the impact of these 
hymns upon them emotionally than 
they were even the Scriptures. “Even 
at a very’ young age it was often the” 
adult hymns which left a great and 
lasting impression. 

Church Influence ax 

Almost universally there was a 
strong influence of the church in the 
ministers’ early years. They recalled 
the strong impact of Sunday School, 
music, worship and social events. 
One of the tragic things was that of- 
ten church splits, troubles and bitter- 
ness within the church were very 
cruel problems with which the young 
boys had to deal. 

Also, interestingly é¢nough, most 
of the ministers were influenced in 
their childhood and adolescence “by 
more than one denomination.- Some- 
times it’was that their mother and 
father were members of different de- 
nominations. At other times they at- 
tended the church most convenient in 
their community or the church in 


—their-community—whieh—offered them _ 


warmth. When they would move to 
another community, they sought the 
church which had warmth rather-than 
the church of a particular denomina- 
tion. 
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Interest in Chureh Camps : 

Nearly all of the men had relig- 
ious experiences connected with: chur- 
ch camps, retreats or assemblies. 
Some” ofthese were local but often - 
the experiences were connected with 
national. assemblies_such as Ridge- . 
crest and Glorieta. Sometimes they 
answered a call to the ministry at an - 
assembly although this would most of- 
ten be in a local camp. However, in 
national assemblies they would fin 
a new sense of direction either in 
terms of rededication or in - terms 
of a specific ministry vocation eres 
such as missions.
